WHAT OF THE REACTION? 

Protest was made in parliament on Tuesday 
against the action of the law-enforcement authori- 
ties in arresting men who are supposed iv be liable 
to deportation and taking them to Halifax or some 
ether ocean port for trial. 

Quite aside from the question of fairness to the 
party concerned, that is a mistaken policy. It does 
not produce the reaction a local trial would produce 
upon others who may be playing fast and loose 
with the Jaw or the immigration regulations under 
which they were allowed to enter the country. 

When an agitator is tried in the @ommunity in 
which he committed his offence his associates know 
about it, are given to understand exactly what the 
offence was, and that the penalty~therefor is de- 
portation. They are thereby warned in an impres- 
sive way to keep clear of the language or conduct 
that brought him into trouble. 

When a supposed offender is spirited away with- 
out trial his associates are also impressed. But 
they are not impressed with the facts. They may 
never know what precisely was the reason for his 
deportation. They are thus left without the pointed 
ng they would be given if he were tried and 
convicted in their actual presence. 

They are also afforded an excuse to denounce 
the police or the Gov nent for tyranny, and to 
cultivate sympathy on t! m that men are being 
treated in Canada as they are treated in Russia; 
an excuse which is only too eagerly turned to 
account. 
No doubt there is strong evidence of guilt before 
the authorities go the length of arresting a radical 
and starting him on the ret journey home. That 
is all the more reason why he should be tried, 
convicted and sentenced to deportation within sight 
and hearing of those who have aided and abetted 
him and of those whom he and they have sought 
to lead into dangerous ways.

Answer — Both the defects you 
mention are due to the same cause 
-—namely, incorrect posture. Try 
holding your figure as tall as you 
can. Breathe deply; hold your abdo- 
men in, shoulders back, head up. Your 
slouching posture has made your back 
muscles weak so you will have to 
strengthen them by daily exercise and 
the constant practice of right posture. 
The best and also the simplest exer- 


cise for the abdominal muscles is 
leg-raising lying on one’s back, Keep 


knees straight. Begin by raising one 
leg at a time ten times Do this 
twice a day for a week. Then raise 
both legs at once when doing your 
daily exercise. 

For strengthening your back do the 
following exercise six to twelve times 
daily. Lie on the floor, face down 


with arms folded at the back of your} 


waistline, Slowly raise head and 
shoulders up off the floor, Hold the 
position a moment, then slowly relax 
Another good backestraightening ex- 
ercise may be done standing up. Gra 
the ends of a cane or yardst 
your hands and hold it at arm's 
in front of you. Now raise the cane 
above your head and bring it down 
behind your shoulders, Raise cant 
up again and back to starting posi- 
tion. Repeat ten times. Be sure to 
maintain correct posture during hte 
exercise with abdomen in and chest 
elevated.
